Rome, July 2—The Stefani 
Agency, semi-official organ, declares 
that, according to information obtain- 
ed at the vatican, Pope Pius has in- 
structed the papal nuncio in Berlin 
to make representations to the Ger- 
man government with a view to se- 
curing cessation of the passive resist- 
ance in the Ruhr. 

The pope's message to the nuncio 
makes reference to the Duisburg out- 
rage and says: 

. “While the Holy Father by his let- 
ter is endeavoring to induce the pow- 
ers to arrive at a friendly under- 
standing, he begs them to suspend any 
action which may prevent it and 
deeply regrets to hear of any acts of 
sabotage in the occupied territories 
and other crimes, under the pretext 
of passive resistance. The pope 
charges you jg make vigorous repre- 
sentations to the German government 
that it may once for all condemn such 
criminal resistance, which is. con- 
demned by the Holy Father himself.” 
Small Seizure Causes Scare. 

Dusselford, July 2.—Reports from 
Berlin stating that the capital was 
greatly excited by messages saying 
the Krupp works at Essen had been 
taken over by the French caused sur- 
prise in the Ruhr. The basis of the 
reports apparently was the seizure of 
a comparatively small branch of the 
Krupp Locomotive works at Segeroth, 
near Essen, 


Premier Baldwin Silent. 

London, July 2.—Several members 
of the house of commons tried unsuc- 
cessfully this afternoon to draw from 
Prime Minister Baldwin some infor- 
mation regarding the negotiations 
with France and on kindred sub- 
jects. 

Edmund D. Morel, labor member 
for Dundee, asked whether the gov- 
ernment was prepared : to take the 
initiative with the United States to 
convoke a conference of the powers 
with a view to protecting civilian 
populations from the consequences of 
aerial warfare. 

“In my view,” replied the premier, 
“it would be premature to hope for 
the successful issue of such a con- 
ference until a number of outstand- 
ing matters which remain unsettled in 
Eurepe are settled.” 

To a question from Brigadier Gen- 
eral Edward L. Spear, liberal mem- 
ber for Leicestershire, regarding the 
possibility of giving a speedy reply 
to the German reparations note owing 
to the dangerous economic position 
of Germany, Mr. Baldwin said: “The 
government is fully alive 
gravity of the situation and is doing 
what it can to expedite matters.”

Final Barrier to. Universal 
Standards Proposed by 
American Producers and 
Traders Removed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF BOARD s maniacal 


Representatives of Liver- 
pool Association Being 
Sent to U. S. to Arrange 
Modifications.

Washington, July 2.—Establish- 
ment of universal standards for cot- 
ton, for which American producers| - 
and traders have striven for the last 
16 years, has been accomplished, the 
Liverpool Cotton association having 
adopted today the international agree- 
ment reached at a conference at the 
department of agriculture here last 
month. Other foreign nations repre- 
sented at the conference previously 
had ratified the agreement. 

A cablegram from the Liverpool 
association received by the depart- 
ment of agriculture said the associa- 
tion .in general meeting today agreed 
to the recommendations of its board 
of directo1e that the proposals be ‘ac- 
cepted. 

The agreement provides that the of- 
fieial cotton standards of the United 
States for grade and color be recog- 
nized as universal] standards and that 
the members of the Liverpool board 
of appeals be invested with authority 
to finally determine the true classifi- 
eation in accordance with United 
States standards, of cotton of Ameri- 
can growth. 

The Liverpool Cotton scnmnidielon 
gave notice in their cablegram that 
they desired to have certain changes 
made in the universal standards. 
Since the new cotton standards law 


requires that the changes proposed | 


be agreed upon a year in advance of 
the time when they go into effect, the 
Liverpool association announced it 
was sending C. R. Taylor and J. C. 
Finlay to the United States to confer 
with representatives of the cotton 
trade and officials of the department 
of agriculture upon the proposed 
modifications.

OF CHY HALTED 
BY HEAVY STORM 


Collision of Two Street 
Cars, Filled With Pas- 
sengers, Attributed to 
Monday’s Terrific Rains. 


One of the heaviest rains of the 
season sivept down upon Atlanta early 
Monday night, resulting in temporary 
paralysis of electric service, a trolley 
collision, the collapse of a building, 
numerous derailments 
damage to property. 

The terrific rain started to fall at

j oclock and continued for almost 


half ‘an hour, a brisk wind whipping 
the “downpour into. literal sheets of 


water. A briliant-electric display ac- 
companied the rain. Sewérs were 
over-flooded, the ‘streets. were covered 
with muddy torrents and considerable 
damage was done to gardens. 

While official weather bureau re- 
ports were unobtainable, it was esti- 
mated that the precipitation would be 
in the neighborhood of an inch and a 
half. 

With fhe exception of the White- 
hall street and East Point lines, the 
entire trolley system was temporarily 
crippled by the tremendous downpour. 

A head-on collision between ‘two 
Piedmont avenue cars which occurred 
at Piedmont avenue and Fourth 
street about 8 o'clock was directly at- 
tributed to the rain. 

Washout Causes Crash. 

A washout on an inbound track: 
made it necessary for one of the in- 
bound cars to return along the out- 
bound track. At the intersection of 
Fourth street an outbound car 
crashed into it head-on before’ the 
motorman could bring it to a halt. 
Although both troleys were filled with 
passengers, the only person found to 


be injured was a negro woman, who is | 
said to have fractured an ankle. The | 
front end of each car was badly dam- | 


aged. 

Due to accumulation of mud and 
sand and to water which flooded the 
low places, a total of six derailments 
occurred on the lines of the Georgia 
Railway. and Power company, offi- 
cials stated. 
after the cessation of the rain work 
crews had replaced the trolleys on 
the rails in every instance. 

Roof of Building Collapses. 

The roof of a building at 45-47 
North avenue collapsed Monday night 
under the weight of water that had 
accumulated on account of the 
drainage being stopped up, following 
the heavy rains. No one was in- 
jured, but the stores in the building 
suffered considerable damage. The 
building is owned by C. P. Byrd, and 
was occupied by the Gordon Dry 
Cleaning company and the grocery 
store of J. H. Kaigler.' 

The building is directly in the rear 
of a building on Peachtree street, 
which is occupied by a branch of the 
Fourth National bank on the first 
floor, and Garber’s dance hall on the 
second floor. Immediately after the 
crash, hundreds of persons gathered 
on the scene. 

Lightning struck the northwest 
corner of an apartment house at 26 
Peachtree place during the storm ear- 
ly Monday night. Practically no dam- 
age was done. 

The only call answered during the 
storm by the fire department was 
to Westminster Presbyt¢rian church, 
on Ponce de Leon avenue, where the 
wind that accompanied the _ rain 
swept away a smail section of the 
roof and caused some damage in the 
basement, which was practically 
flooded.

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LAW REPEAL BILL 
EXPLAINED BY ARNOLD 


_ Declaring that he has no desire nor 
intention to end prohibition in Geor- 
gia, but that he simply wants to clari- 
fy the enforcement laws on the ques- 
tion and remove all conflicting au- 
thority, Representative Craig Arnold, 
of Lumpkin county, on Monday gave 
out a statement in regard to the bill 
he proposes to introduce to repeal the 
Georgia prohibition law, 


In his statement Dr. Arnold _re- 
plies to the storm of criticism which 
the announcement of his propoaed bill 
has aroused among churches, temper- 
ance organizations and other bodies, 
and declares that he will introduce 
the bill despite this opposition. 

“There are 160 distinct enforcement 
organizations in the state now,” said 
Dr. Arnold. “Some of these _§ race 
with the federal officers in an effort 
to seize contraband liquor first. Some 


rare honestly trying their best to en- 


force the law, but others are practi- 
cally ignoring it.” 

The Volgtead act is a federal statute and 
it stands ioday as the supreme law of the 
land, Mr. Arnold declared. The requisite 
number of states in the union have put 
their stamp of approval on it, and there- 
fore it is even more supreme than the 
congress that seed it, hat law sets up 
a certain authority for its own enforce- 
ment, and that authority is backed by the 
flag of the United States government, the 
strongest power on the face of the earth. 


Says States is Helpless. 


In Georgia, as is the case in some other 
states, we have a statute which differs 
ratlically from the supreme law on the 
subject. It provides an entirely different 
machinery for its own enforcement; it is 
complex and the machinery is complex. 
The state has no control over its own ma- 
chinergy of enforcement because the state 
of Georgia has absolutely no law enforce- 
ment powers or branch of government. That 
is totally and wholly with the individual 
counties. In one way of looking at it, we 
have 100 little law enforcement governments 
all within themselves and if one county 
sees fit to enforce the prohibition law and 
the adjoining county sees fit not to en- 
force it, it is » matter entirely up to the 
sheriff and county authorities of each of 
these counties, 

The state, in point of actual fact, stands 
helpless to either compel the reluctant or 
recalcitrant sheriff to enforce the law, nor 
has it the power to remove him if he tells 
the state in so many words where to head 
in and get off. That fact has been proven 
time and egain. 

Conflict of Authority. 

When the Georgia “‘bone dry’’ law was 
enacted an effort was made to create a 
state enforcement branch of the govern- 
ment and subsequent to that time at least 
one governor pas recommended the creation 
of a state law enforcement body for the 
very reason that the state has no such 
machinery and that the head of the state 
government has no authority over that ma- 
chinery for the enforcement of law which 
now exists. Then, in the face of this 


condition of affairs, tat bee

ne from one to ancther either participat- 
ng with or wing with federal power and

‘hese are some of my reasons for the 
preparation of my bill to repeal the Geor- 
gi aprohibition laws and put the matter 
sqvarely in the hands of the existing con- 
trollable authority, the federal machinery. 
What I am seeking to do is to temove 
all these conflicting authorities, to so 
clarify the situation that there need be no 
more doubt about its conduct, that there 
is today about the eases of counterfeiting 
and the like. When the power is absolute- 
ly concentrated in a well organized and 
powerful authority there will be a similar 
concentration of that power and the state 
of Georgia will be relieved of the expense 
and the increasing troubles over the at- 
tempts at enforcement under the conflicts. 


Gasoline Consumers 
Should Be Protected, 


Says Commissioner 


J. J. Brown, commissioner of agri- 
culture, 1s planning to ask the legisla- 
ture for authority to protect gasoline 
users of Georgia against shori 
measure, according to a statement 
made by him Monday morning. 

“This department will recommend,” 
he said, “that it be empowered not 
only to protect the consumer againat 
inferior grades of gasoline, bbut also 
against the possibility of short 
measure. 

“The department of agriculture ia 
going to urge the legislature to amend 
the present law by provision for the 
distillation test for gasoline, in ac- 
cordance with the specifications of 
the bureau of mines of the federal 
government, 

“Moreover, we are going to ask the 
assembly to empower the oil inspectors 
of the state to examine the gasoline 
pumps in use by the different mer- 
chants and filling stations that set! 
gasoline at retail tu consumers, We 
nropose to use an adequate penalty 
for the punishment of persons who 
are found to be giving short meas- 
ure. 

Commissioner Brown declared that 
he had heard many complaints of al- 
leged short measure in the sales of 
gasoline, 

“The department of agriculture is 
the servant of the people,” he said. 
“We are anfious to afford them every 
rrotection nossible, and I believe our 
corps of oil inspectors ean perferm 
a very useful service to the public in 
inspecting: oil pumps at regular ih- 
tervals,”

a surplus of $200,000,000 at the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 
whereas a year ago it was predicted 
there would be a deficit of $823,- 
600,000. 

* Of course, the purpose of this Is 
fo show economies and debt reduc- 
fions under the republican adminis- 
tration, which is but patural. 

- The fact is, under the budget 
system, strongly urged originally 
by 2 democratic administration, 
there have been some very notable 
economies practiced, principally in 
the elimination of overlapping and 
conflicting government depart- 
ments, reduction of war-time work- 
ing personnel, etc. 

These have demonstrated the 
value of a real budget system as 
used and applied in the federal gov- 
ernment and should be an object 
lesson in stressing its importance in 
state governments—in Georgia, for 
instance—but the natural inference 
that any surplus in lieu of a deficit 
this year has been created wholly 
by republican administration meth- 
ods is unfair to the democrats, un- 
fair to the people and even unfair 
to the administration that certainly 
should not desire to sail under 
false or misleading colors. 

In the first place, when the pre- 
diction of a deficit was made on 
July 1, 1922, the treasury depart- 
ment estimated receipts at $3,073,- 
000,000, for the fiscal year, where- 
as the revised estimated receipts for 
the year, made a week ago, place 
the figure at $3,930,000,000. This 
is a difference of §857,000,000, or 
$657,000,000 more than the esti- 
mated surplus, and $34,000,000 
more than the setimated deficit 
forecast last July 1. Therefore, 
this fact in itself takes care of the 
claim that republican economies 
have been wholly responsible for a 
treasury situation that is more 
gratifying than officials could see it 
a year ahead. 

The democratic administration in 
1920, at the end of the first full 
“fiscal year after the war, with more 
than $2,000,000,000 of temporary 
war items to pay, showed a surplus 
of $291,221,000 after taking into 
account the special deposit of the 
War Finance corportaion, resulting 
from the redemption of its hold- 
ings of United States securities, 

Democrats reduced the public 
debt $2,500,000,000 during the 
18 months prior to March 4, 1921. 

Let’s keep the records straight 
and have a-clear understanding of 
these matters as we go along. The 
budget system is working well. The 
republicans, just as are the demo- 
crats, -are seeking to improve the 
government’s financial condition. 
By reducing the surtaxes for 1922

Idiosyncrasy is one of those formid- 
whle words some of us doctors try to 
use when we are not very certain 
about it. 

Nowadays this peculiar reaction of 
the individual to certain food  sub- 
stances is simply called anaphylaxis 
or allergy; the individual who reacts 
to, say, a bit of egg white or a spoon- 
{ul of milk or a flake of lobster or a 
taste of strawberry by developing an 
attack of hives or asthma or a furious 
upheaval of the digestive tract,. is 
said to be “sensitized” to the protein 
substance responsible for his difficul- 
ty. In most instances of food anaphy- 
laxis the infant or child develops the 
sensitized state some time after birth; 
in very few is the child born with 
such a shortcoming, though unques- 
tionably there runs in some families 
“ condition of the body tissues that 
renders the individual highly prone 
tw the development of hypersensitive- 
ness, 

One member of the family may have 
hay fever when exposed to marsh eld- 
er, still another member of the family 
may develop hives or giant hives (an- 
gieneurotic edema) on inhaling horse 
or dog or cat dander; still another 
may be made ill by eating a bit of 
cake which contains white of egg. 

The sensitivity of these individuals 
may be accurately determined now, 
by skin tests with various protein 
substances from food and _ other 
sources; in many eases the gensitiv- 
ity may be overcome by a course of 
gradually increasing doses of the sub- 
stances thus determined, beginning 
with extremely minute homeopathic 
doses. 

Aside from such exceptional infants, 
almost any normal infant of any age 
may readily take and thrive upon a 
simplified feeding formula, that is, 
when bottle feeding is unavoidable, 
such as I have already suggested 
here for preparing food for tiding the 
infant over for a temporary famine 
at the breast. Of course the expert 
knowledge and skill of the physician 
is the best guide in all cases of in- 
ant feeding but when such advice 
cannot be had, this simplified formula 
may be adopted: 

Pure fresh milk, 1 1-2 ounces; 
boiled water, 1 ounce; sugar of milk, 
1-2 teaspoonful. 

If the purity of the milk is not 
known or if your health officer does 
not have control of milk distribution, 
it is better to boil the milk five min- 
utes, 

If sugar of milk (lactose) is too 
expensive, cane sugar may be used, 
for infants of any age, though per- 
haps sugar of milk is. preferable. 

The formula as given is for just 
enough for one bottle feeding for an 
infant a few weeks old, For older 
infants a larger feeding is necessary, 
and all quantities may be doubled. 

The quantity of snear given is as 
much as should ever be used in that 
amount of food. 

If an infant a week or two old 
were started on this formula, and 
the formula agreed, the mother should 
increase the strength of the food aft- 
er the first three months, by urging 
more milk and less water. If the milk 
is boiled, the infant should receive 
also a spoonful or two of orange or 
eny other fresh fruit juice every day,

A.—The snail is used extensively for 
food in many European countries, es-

A.—This tunnel through the Alps 
was the first to place France in direct 
communication with Italy. It passes 
from a point near Modane, in France, 
under the Col de Frejus, about 18 
miles west of the actual Mont Cenis, 
into Itelian territory, at a point near 
Bardonecchia, about 24 miles from 
Susa. The length of the tunnel is 
about 7.016 miles. The side walls 
nre 8 feet 6 inches thick throughout. 
The work was begun in 1857, and for 
three years hand labor was used en- 
tirely, but it was planned to introduce 
machinery ultimately. In 1861 power 
drills were put to work, and in 1872 
the tunnel was open for traffic.

With the putchase of this big 
property, most of which is said to 
be covered with the cheaper class of 
residences, it is said to be the plan 
of the Central park backers to imme- 
diately begin the establishment of the 
playgrovnd, making it one of the most 
up-to-date and magnificent recreation 
grounds to be found in the south. 

Special park and play ground ar- 
chitects are to be employed and 
everything possible will be done to 
make it the greatest recreation center 
in the world. Especially enthusiastic 
over the park project, the leaders of 
the Atlanta Woman’s club have pre- 
pared for a most active and intensive 
campaign. When told of the action 
of general council last night, Mrs. 
Alonzo Richardson, president of that 
organization, expressed great delight 
over the fact that the people will be 
permitted to express themselves at 
the polls regarding the plan to issue 
the $2,000,000 bonds for parks. Mrs. 
Richardson also declared that the 
women of her organization are en- 
thusiastically in favor of the park 
enterprise and that she bas every con- 
fidence in the effectiveness of the 
committee she has named to d®& in 
the coming campaign. 

President George M. Brown, Jr., of 
the Atlanta real estate board, has 
also selected a number of members 
of the organization he heads to work 
for the bonds, as have other civic or- 
ganization leaders.

The 
mineral] filler investigations have here- 
tofore been conducted at the Tusvca- 
loosa station, but will be transferred 
to the non-metallic “experiment sta- 
tion established at Rutgers college, 
New Brunswick, N. J., by the bureu1 
of mines.

Plain iced cherries make a 
delicious breakfast dish, Another 
tempting fruit dish for breakfast cor 
light supper is sweet cherries, stoned 
and sliced ripe pineapples, 

sponge cake should accompany 
this for supper. . 

Of all pies, there is. none more 
delicious than “cherry ie, Billy 
Boy.” The luscious fruit blends with 
the crust and makes it most deieet- 
able. Be careful, though, to ent it 
the day it is baked, as the best cuck 
ewe keep her undercrust dry over 
night. 

Cherry Pie—Use one quart of 
stoned Morello cherries to one pie. 
Line a deep pie tin with erust, fill 
it with the eherries and four table- 
spoons of sugar. Sprinkle a little 
flour over this. Cover with a thin 
upper crust, in which are smal! open- 
ings for the swelling of the fruit. To 
prevent the juice from éscaping, press 
the edges of the pie crust firmly to- 
gether, brush the crust lightly with 
a little milk, and bake pulverized 
sucar on top when done. 

Fairy Sauce—Cream one-third of 
a cup of butter well. Add one cup 
of powdered or granulated § sugar 
slowly, mix thoroughly and flavor 
with a few drops of vanilla or a little 
nutmeg. A‘*few cherries, crushed, 
may be added, if desired.

Crop Drops to.56 Per Cent

Terrific Decline in State 
Overshadows Al\ Other

“The terrific decline in condition of 
eotton in Georgia overshadowed all 
ether indications of the official crop 
report released Monday. This decline 
is greater than any that has occurred 
during the month of June in the 
state, with the possible exception o£ 
lust year. The major portion occurred 
during the period from May 25 to 
June 10. This period was followed by 
ten days of considerable improvement 
and this again by rapid deterioration 
due to the weevils and weather.” 

This startling repurt of the Georgia 
co-operative crop reporting service is 
based upon the returns of _ several 
thousand crop reporters and personal 
observation by the statistical staff 
during 3,000 miles of travel. 

The major portion of the state made 
considerable increase in cotton with 
the exception of two narrow belts in 
nomh Georgia, where a decrease is 
probable, says the report. This applies 
to the cotton standing on June 25, a 
censiderable early abandonment hav- 
ing been deducted. As the condition 
figure indicates, a large portion of 
the crop is in such a critical condi- 
tion that the amount abandoned after 
this date may be very large. 

“A brief summary of the cotton sit- 
uation indicates that in spite of the 
tremendous handicap of the seasun, 
Georgia farmers have answered. the 
cull to produce a greater crop. Labor 
has been extremely short and large 
numbers of women and children are 
aiding in the tremendous battle against 
seasonal conditions. This is one of 
the favorable factors, as is the in- 
creased use of fertilizer and calcium 
arsenate. The unfavorable factors 
are, the lateness of the crop, grassi- 
ness in the central area, weevil in- 
festation 30 per cent greater than last 
year and worse than this state has 
ever seen. The daily register in use in 
the Georzia office shows the condition 
to be falling from 1-3 to 1-2 a point 
a day. 

“It is almost impossible to make a 
quantitative forecast under these cir- 
cumstances, but the condition figure 
of 56 indicates a yield of about 103.6 
pounds per acre with a total produc- 
tien somewhat above last year.”
